HARD T R I A L S AHEAD 


Jolly Old Saint and His Famous Reindeer 
Are Heading For the A m e r i c a n Border 


Vatican City, Dec. 24— (JP)— 
Pope Pius XII—drawing a sor- 
rowful balance for 1948—declared 
today that once again the world 
is menaced by war. 
The Pontiff said m a Christmas 
message to the world that the 
past year, which at first had ap- 
peared to be the start of a surge 
toward true peace, today "seems 
instead opening upon the edge of 
a precipice." 
The forces of the world, he said, 
are moving toward two opposed 
poles, both desiring peace but 
•'both placing it in danger." The 
Pope did not mention Communism 
by* name, nor allude directly to 
eaat-west differences. 
"Some, he said, "are taking1 the 
old saying, not entirely false, but 
which lends itself to misunder- 
standing and is frequently abused, 
that "if you want peace, prepare 
for war." 
Others, he said, believe they 
will find salvation in the formula 
—peace at any price. Both sides 
want peace, he added, but both 
endanger it. 
War and the post-war years, 
the Pontiff said, had brought hard 
trials to the Catholic church. 
"But, although beaten by tem- 
pests," she preserved inviolate 
her vital substance, he said. 
The Pope spoke in reply to 
Christmas greetings offered him 
by the Sacred College of Cardin- 
als. 


As in the past, ten years, he 
added his woids to the world at 
large. 


The year 1948, he said, appear- 
ed at first-'to be one that would 
lead to reconstruction and "true 
peace". 
This hope he said has 
not been realised. 
Moral strength, the Pope said, 
is necessary if the world is to 
advance with firm, step towards 
peace, also necessary, he added, 
is the "courage to look truth in 
the eye." 


The Pope alluded briefly to the 
Catholic church's hope for re-uni- 
fication of the Christian faiths. He 
said his church "is anxious to find 
the means of hastening that hour 
x x x she is ready for everything; 
for everything except one thing; 
that she be not asked to gain the 
return of the children who have 
left her—either in the distant past 
recently—at the expense of any 
dununition or tarnishing of the 
deposit of the Christian faith." 
Without mentioning Communism 
by name, the Pope said he is aware 
of the "harrowing path" that must 
be traveled by members of the 
church whom "a public system of 
violence has driven to cut them- 
selves formally away from 
the 
mother church." 
He urged formation of a com- 
munity of nations "which is in 
keeping with the will of God." He 
expressed hope the United Nations 
"would become the full and fault- 
less expression of this internation- 
al solidarity for peace." 
- The Pope said the respossibility 
of nations is clear. 
"Every violator 
of the 
law 
should be banished in disgrace to 
solitary confinement by civil so- 
ciety as a disturber of the peace," 
he said. 
He expressed hope for peace 


soon in Palestine.

Pennsylvania's wildlife haa a 
multitude of values. Its presence 
benefits everyone; Iti absence in- 
variably epells disaster for the hu- 
man population of any given area. 
Wildlife is classified into broad 
groups; namely, game, fur-bearing 
animals, and song and insectivor- 
ous birds. In the Keystone State 
this year, "nearly one million per- 
sons took to the fields and the 
forests in pursuit of wild game. 
Whereas, in, the day of pioneer, 
game was taken almost solely for 
food and clothing', it should be 
hunted nowadays primarily for 
sport and recreation. Now, money 
spent on all spectator sports is 
only one-tenth that spent on hunt- 
ing- paraphernalia and hunting 
trips. 


Undoubtedly the 
comparative 


benefits ,in nimd and body, accru- 
ing: to those who hunt and who al- 
so attend ball games, etc., as spec- 
tators, are at -least- ten to one. 
On the economic side alone, song 
and insectivorous birds annually 
consume vast amount' of insect, 
bug and v/orm pests, thus prevent- 
ing great damage to farm crops,' 
orchards and other plant life of 
value commercially or esthetically. 
The Commonwealth is a leading 


fur-producing state, too, annually 
yielding a pelt crop valued at 
about $2,000,000. 
Much of the 


monetary return from skins of ani- 
mals taken in the wild finds its 
way into the pockets of farm boy 
trappers. 
Pennsylvania does hold an en- 


viable position in the field of wild 
life production. However, it will 
take the concerted energies of con- 
servation agencies and the cooper- 
ative efforts of the State's citi- 
zenry if our status in the field of 
wildlife management is to be 
maintained.

DANGLING ENDS OF 1948 


Has 1948 left you with a feeling of unfinished business? 
'Do you feel that somehow you've been living through 


a year that was only getting ready for next year, or the 
next? 


According to James Marlow, Associated Press feature 


•writer in Washington, the year 1948 has left an awful lot 
of loose ends dangling, and he describes a few of them 
as follows: 


First, of course,, there were the Russians, and Berlin, 


and the United Nations, and the Marshall plan: All un- 
finished business. 


By mid-year the Russians, who .had been getting 


tougher by the minute, got very tough and threw a land 
blockade around Berlin. 


We had to begin shipping in supplies by air, a very 


-.-iexpensive job. And we're still doing that. No one knows 


how it will end. 


But everyone knows it's only part of the vast non- 


shooting war between this country and Russia. 


And in the United Nations the Russians screamed and 


called names £nd got names screamed back at them. 


Looking back, 1948 seemed to be a year of endless 


war between President Truman and the 80th Congress, 
run by Republicans. 


The "Do-nothing Congress," he called it. 
He made 


that a slogan in his fight for election to a full four-year 
term in the White House. 


And he won, much to the embarrassment of Wash- 


ington's political experts and the nation's polltakers who 
said he didn't have a chance. 


This startling victory alone forced everyone to realize 


that 1948 truly was a year of unfinished business because— 


With the Democrats back in control of Congress in 


1949, they'll have a chance to do what they said in 1948 
they'd do if they got elected. 


And what they promised was really a promise to re- 


vive and carry on the New Deal which had gone into a 
coma before President Roosevelt died in 1945. 


So the Democrats took their election as an order 


from- the people to go on with their unfinished business. 


And there was a little more business begun but not 


finished in 1948: 
The draft, to build up the armed 


forces.

That jury had been investigating spying for 18 months 


arid, since its life was only 18 months, it had to end. 


Then a new grand jury picked up where the old one 


left off.

Wall St. 
Laid Egg 
In 1948 


By WILLIAM D. HOKGAX 
New York— The 1948 stock 


market, in the language of Broad- 
svay, laid an egg-. 


One of the most lugfhly touted 


bull markets in a decade fell flat 
on its face in mid-summer. 


The spectacular outcome.of the 


Presidential elections also con- 
founded the prophets by touching 
off the sharpest decline in years. 


At the end of 1948 the gen- 


eral level of stock prices was just 
about where it was sit the start 
of the year. 
In the meantime, 


of course, millions of dollars were 
made in the market—and millions 
lost. 
It was * y«ar in which the 


market all but 
abandoned 
its 


traditional role as one of the na- 
tion's 
most 
sensitive 
economic 


prophets. 


American industry made more 


money than in any year in his- 
tory. 
Dividends, extras, specials, 


year-end, stock—streamed out of 
corporation tills in a swollen gold- 
en flood. Industry put its plant 
in order, expanded, developed new 
processes, worked at top speed to 
satisfy an almost undreamed of 
demand. 


But the stock market ignored 


the country's well-hems'. 
For a 


few brief months, true enough, 
the price level edged ahead until 
a climax was reached in a few 
frenzied days of trading in mid- 
May. 
That advance, curiously, 


was less the result of an appraisal 
of the future than the psycholog- 
ical reaction to the fact that the 
Dow-Jones Average of industrial 
stock prices had passed a so-called 


! resistance point. 
The May jump in prices was the 


market's swan-song: so far a* an- 
other sharp rise was concerned. 


I Wall Street developed a painful 


I sensitivity to what Russia had to 
say. Dis'patches from Berlin and 


I Moscow were studied with more 


care than the balance sheets of do- 
mestic corporations. 
In mid-July, a week after the 


market had wormed its way to a 
high since August, 
1946, prices 


dropped 
sharply. 
Russia 
was 


blamed, along1 with a call for a 
special session of Congress and 
U. S. Steel Corp.'s announcement 
of a wage-price increase. 


For the rest o£ July, and in 


Auguat 
and 
September, prices 


see-sawed without getting1 very 
far one way or another. 


October was Wall Street's pre- 


election 
market. 
The financial 


district figured that Gov. Dewe> 
had the election in th bag. Over- 
enthusiastic traders started to talk 
of tax reduction, a more favorable 
political atmosphere fo" business. 
The price level advanced until it 
was within hailing- distance of the 
1948 high. 


"Wall Street's reaction to the 


Truman victory was swift and 
decisive. 
In 
a series 
of 
four 


smashing1 selling attacks, price.s 
were- driven down to th», lowest 
level since raid-March. 


In Kovember alone about 58,- 


000,000,000 was chopped off the 
market value of all stocks listed 
on the exchange. 


The financial district 
talked 


gloomily of what the new ad- 
ministration would do to business 
profits, dividends, free enterprise. 
The mood of pessimism gradually 
wore off, helped along by reassur- 
ing1 statements by administration 
spokesmen and by a little more 
realistic aporaisal of the future.

Season of Visions 


Robert Keith Leavitt, writing In the Christmas Sunday lisue of 
This Week, has expressed in th'« following words our exact sentiments 
concerning the holiday season in which we will all have some share: 


They call it The Holidays—this last, brief, glowing season of the 


year—the nine days that begin with Christmas Eve and end with New 
Year's Day. And so they are—holidays both m the ancient sense of 
days made holy in remembrance of the world's Greatest Gift and in 
the modern sense of a time of release from care, a time for the en- 
joyment of laughter and generosity and good will toward men. But 
The Holidays have another and more special quality. They are the 
Season of Visions. They begin with the miracle of seeing backward 
into the past and then end with the uplift of looking forward to the 
future. 


Until now, we have lived our year in the present, rarely thinking 


back beyond yesterday, rarely farther ahead than tomorrow. But as 
each Cliristmas approaches, we find ouerselves remembeclng times 
past. Suddenly, as by a special blessing, we can see those other days 
in crystal clarity: there are so many things to remind us. We see 
again—how clearly!—Uie faces that are gone, and hear once more 
the sound of voices long since stilled.

This Week, has expressed In th'e following words our exact sentiments 
concerning the holiday season in which we is-ill all have some share:

And all at once 
we find ourselves looking upon the future and seeing it very clear. 
Now it is not merely reason that tells us there is a future. It is vision 
that suddenly reveals it to us, blight and vivid with opportunity and 
challenge. 


There is no one of us, however battered by the old year, who 


cannot look forward to the new one with hope, picturing what it may 
bring—or more (for we are, thank God, free men), planning how we 
may make this, the coming year, all that it should be. 
Let us take joy in these days as they pass, and count among our 


greatest blessings the miracles which exist for each of us in this 
Season of Visions.

Little War Going On Over 
Handling Of the Spy Case 


By JAMES MAKLOW 


Washington, 
Dec. 


There's a. little war going on over 
the way the spy _ case has been 
handled. 
Two government agencies have 


worked on the case: The Depart- 
ment of Justice and the House Un- 
American Activities committee. 


The war Is between Rep. Nixon, 


California Republican member of 
the committee, and Zechariah Cha- 
fee, Jr., Harvard law professor. 


In a very long letter to the 


Washington Post Chafee is critical 
of the way the committee handled 
the case. 


And in a. very long letter to the 


same newspaper Nixon is not only 
critical for being critical but Is 
critical of the Justice 
Depart- 


ment's handling of the case, too. 


At this moment the whole case 


revolves around certain state de- 
partment papers which Whlttaker 
Chambers says Alger Hies, who 
once worked In that department, 
took for a Soviet spy ring-. 


In connection with those papers 


Hiss yesterday was indicted on 
two charges of perjury by a New 
York federal grand jury Investi- 
gating the case. 


Neither the justice department 


nor the committee was able to pry 
any of those papers out of Cham- 
bers. 
A private lawyer, Hiss' lawyer, 


got some of them out of him when 
he asked Chambers if he had any 
evidence to back his charges that 
Hiss had been a Communist. (Hiss 
is suing Chambers for $75,000 for 
making that charge). 


In his criticism of the commit- 


tee, Chafee asks: "Does the com- 
mittee deserve much credit for the 
abstracted 
government 
docu- 


ments ? 


"If it had not been for (Hiss' 


lawyer) the committee apparently 
would have discovered nothing." 


Chafee says the committee mem- 


bers are a "stupid bunch of in- 
vestigators" if they didn't find out 
about the documents before or, if 
they did, they were "delinquent" 
in letting Chambers keep them se- 
cret so long. 


Nixon replies that "the commit- 


tee did not know about the docu- 
ments. 
However, there are nine 


members of the committee and it 
has five investigators. 


"The department of justice with 


its thousands of agents did not 
discover the existence of the docu- 
ments despite the fact that Mr. 
Chambers made charges concern- 
Ing Mr. Hiss and others to admini- 
stration officials over nine years 
ago. 


"Would Mr. Chafee say they, 


too, were a 'stupid bunch of in- 
vestigators' ? 


It's still puzzling why the jus- 


tice department and the commit- 
tee didn't dig harder into Cham- 
bers to get out of him something 
besides his own mere/ 
say-so— 


something that might 'be consid- 
ered evidence.

City, Neb., handed the 660 pounds 
of nuts for the children. "This is 
establishing a ne\v link between 
you and your friends of the Unit- 
ed States," he said and then ex- 
pressed hope that nest year Gen. 
McAuliffe himself might be able 
to come for a similar ceremony. 


Later, in the town hall's main 


room bedecked with 
American 


flags and a picture of McAuliffe, 
glasses of champagne were lifted 
to the toast 
'"vive L'Amerique." 


Burgomaster Pierre Renquin wel- 
comed Maj. Hufteab and his wife. 


The people of Bastogne, their 


city now -well ahead with recon- 
struction, recalled the 
Dec. 22 


four years ago when the 
101st

force was able to parachute sup- 
plies to the troops. 
One citizen 


told how the cases of ammunition 
were loaded on Jeeps, even before 
the parachutes were cut off, and 
sped to the guns defending the 
city.

They did batter "than I 
expected," says Sen. Ralph E. 
Flanders. 


The senator

from Vermont. He ia chairman of ' 
the investigating 
subcommittee 


of the joint congressional commit- 
tee on the economic report, whose 
lengthy hearings of arguments on 
the size of profits ended yesterday. 
Big profits, sa'd the industrial- 
ists, are necessary if companies 
are to expand and produce enough 
new goods to meet the growing 
demands of the public. 
The profit^, said the business- 


men, 
aren't as biff as they look, 


if you stack them up with record 
sales, record output, record costs j 
of operation. Many of the indus- 
trialists 
told the subcommittee 
that their record high profits were 
really 
smaller, 
percentagevase, 
than their earnings In earlier, nor- 
mal years. 


It's just that everything is big- , 
ger now—including^ profit volume j 
—everything, that IB, except the 
value of the dollar. That's only 
about half as bigr aa it wag. 
Those corporate earning' records 


fool you, 
business 
bookkeepers, 
told the congressmen, 
because | 
while making them the compan- 
ies were wearing out their plants 
and equipment all the time—and 
to replace them will cost a pretty 
penny at 
today's 
prices. 
Fne 
bookkeepers' argument is that the 


paradise, if they don't make pro- 
viszon—out of profits—for repairs, 
replacements and expansion. 


Labor leaders said the corporate 
earnings were "swollen," were the 
chief cause of high prices, and 
were being "hoarded" by the com- 
pany executives. 


The hoarding argument is: the 
compardes should pay more wag- 
ea and higher dividends, thereby 
providing the public with 
more 
purchasing power. The dollars go- 


ing into 
v orkers' pockets and 
stockholders' bank deposits, 
the 
argument goes, would be put to 
work buying goods, making more 
production 
possible. The

Higher Income 
In 1949 Is Aim 
Of Farmers 


New York—(JP)—The farmer Is 


going to make a strenuous effort 
to keep his income high 
next 


year. He is tackling the problem 
at both ends. 


He plans to keep production of 


foodstuffs as near 
record 
high 


levels as the weather will permit. 


And he is planning a strenuous 


fight in congress to give the farm- 
er more favorable parity 
price 


support terms than the 80th con- 
gress voted. 


An indication of the first—the 


plan to produce record crops even 
at the threat of creating surplus- 
es for the government to deal with 
—is shown in the winter wheat 
belt. 


The government had urged that 


farmers plant 8 ~ ^r cent less ac- 
re<? to winter wheat this year than 
last, in view of the chances of a 
wheat surplus next year. Instead, 
the department of agriculture re- 
ports, farmers have 
planted 
5 


per cent more acres this fall than 
last—and moie than ever before. 
Weather conditions in the south- 
west, however, may hold produc- 
tion slightly under last year's, al- 
though above the 10-year average. 


Weather is the risk the farmer 


has to take. And before the farm- 
er is condemned lor "over-produc- 
tion," it should be remembered 
that jlantmg 
record 
acreage" 


and ''harvesting- record crops" are 
tvo different things, and months 
apai t. 


But the farmer's position—and a 


perfectly natural and undastand- 


I able one—is summed up by Secre- 
tary of Agiiculture Brannan in a 
statement to the American farm 
bureau federation: 


"If there is going to be 
any 


downward adjustment of the na- 
tional economy, we are not going 
to start this time with the farm- 
er " 


In simple words, 
the 
govern- 


ment isn't going to let the farm- 
er go broke first this time.

formula, designed to

the economic race. 


The last congress extended this 


90 per cent of parity formula for 
a time and then proposed a slid- 
ing scale, down to GO per cent of 
parity, for supporting farm prices, 
starting a year from now. 


As a result of the election, the 


administration is expected to try 
to raise the support 
floor 
to 


around 75 per cent of parity. Much 
higher support floors than that 
will be asked by a 
number of 


farm belt 
and cotton belt mem- 


bers of congress. Some will want 
the 90 per cent figure made per- 
manent. It should be a 
grand 
fight. 


The consumer who doesn't live 


on a farm and the taxpayer who 
lives anywhere will have a stake 
in the battle.
